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EDITORIAL COMMENTS 


HENRY BALDWIN WARD 


To no one man does Sigma Xi owe more than to Professor Ward. 
To him is largely due the present effective organization of the society. 
Through his efforts the position of Sigma Xi in educational and 
scientific circles constantly increased in prominence and importance. 
He served the society generously, forcefully and indefatigably, 
first as an active member of a newly formed chapter (Nebraska), 
then as national secretary for eighteen years, as president for two 
years, and for five years following that long period of twenty years 
ps a member of the executive committee. He always held high 
ideals as the basis for membership, inspired the chapters to vigorous 
activity in their respective institutions, and was a positive influence 
in shaping and maintaining national policies that were conservative, 
yet progressive. 

Professor Ward joined Sigma Xi in 1897, being a charter member 
bi the Nebraska Chapter, which was installed in June of that year. 
He was chosen as corresponding secretary of the Society in 1904, 
and from that time continuously up to and including the year 1928, 
his name has been among the national officers.

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THE NEWLY ELECTED OFFICERS 
PROFESSOR FRANCIS E. LLoyp 


The newly elected member of the Executive Committee to serve 
for the ensuing five years is Professor Francis E. Lloyd, Macdonald 
Professor of Botany at McGill University. Professor Lloyd has 
been a prominent member and officer of the McGill Chapter since 
its installation in 1922, and is in complete sympathy with the pur- 
poses and policies of the Society. It is a distinct advantage to Sigma 
Xi to have on its Official Board a representative of Canadian scien- 
tific interests. 

Professor Lloyd is a Welshman whose early education was gained 
in Liverpool. When thirteen years old, he came to the United 
States with his parents and settled in Nebraska. After a varied 
experience in some of the states of the Middle West, he went to 
Philadelphia, and eventually began the study of botany in Lafayette 
College. During his entire boyhood, he had been interested in 
collecting and studying plants, and the urge to become a botanist 
was a natural accompaniment of some of his boyhood interest. 
At the beginning of his junior year, he moved to Princeton where 
he found laboratory facilities and many friends. Later, he was a 
student in Munich and Bonn. Upon his return to this country 
rom the German universities, he became instructor and professor 
in Williams College and in Teachers’ College of Columbia Uni- 
versity. He has been connected with the Desert Laboratory of 
the Carnegie Institute and with the Arizona Experimental Station. 
He was Director of the Department of Investigation of the Conti- 
nental-Mexican Rubber Company, and special expert of the U. S. 

ubber Co. Prior to his coming to McGill, he was Professor of 
Botany at the Alabama Polytechnic Institute. Professor Lloyd 
is Editor of ‘Plant World,’”’ and Associate-Editor of the ‘‘American 
Review of Tropical Agriculture.” He was the botanist with the 
Lumholtz-Mexican expedition. 

Professor Lloyd is a member of many scientific societies in this 
country and other countries, and has published much material 
tonnected with botany and allied subjects.

The Committee expressed itself as favorable to the idea of a group 
dinner at the time of the Convention such as was held at the New 
York Convention in conjunction with the American Physical Society. 
The special group to be invited to join with the Society at the Annual 
Dinner in Des Moines is left with the sub-committee on conventions. 
9. Tue ScrENCES WHICH SIGMA XI REPRESENTS: 

In this connection, the resolution offered at the New York meeting 
by Professor H. H. Whetzel of the Cornell Chapter was discussed. 
This resolution would leave to each chapter the interpretation of the 
bases for election to membership and associateship in the Society 
and stipulates that noteworthy contribution to scientific investiga- 
tion shall constitute eligibility of election regardless of the field in 
which the candidate may be working.
